6. Arborioultwre.—1,189 seedlings of kuranj, mango, jack, jamun, teak, mahogany and 
toon were planted in order to fill.up the vacancies, in planting along 24 miles of new 
lengths to have a continuous lino of plantation from end to end of each road. All the 
roadside trees were trimmed, and they were maintained throughout the year: 1,892 large 
deltas (bamboo gabions) of approved type were supplied for the protedtion of plants, besides 
1,638 dellas of ordinary kinds. A nursery has been kept up at head-quarters, and plants of 
mahogany, teak, mango, jack, mahua, karanj, sal, poepal, jaraun, bur, and tamarind, 881 in 
number, were raised during the year.

Working of ‘the District Road Committee.—Thirteen moctings of the District Road 
Committee were held during the year, in all of which a sufficient number of membors was 
presont to form a quorum, Tho members residing in and nearer to the hoad-quarters station 
‘were more regular in their attendance than those living far off. ‘The average attendance of 
the members was 7'3, against 7-5 in the aera your, 

2. Working of the Coss Act.—The Road Oess was lovied, at the maximum rate of half 

the rupee both on the annual value of Iands and on the annual net 

The demand on account of cess on lands and mines during the year 
was Rs. 21,788. The decroase of Rs. 48 is owing to tho cancelment of the assessment 
‘of the Dihri ooal mine sanctioned by the Board of Revenne in their letter No. 187A. of the 

14th April 1894, and the reduction of cess nssessment regarding the two nowly- 
ieoes of land and the Koa and Kuth mahals in the Pelamau Governmont Netate, sanctioned 
fy the Board in their letter No. 391A., dated the 6th pecans 1893, As the order of the 
Bourd reducing the cess took retrospective effect from the beginning of the year 1892-93 
under section 37 of the Act, the arrears noticed in the report for that year also decreased by 
Rs. 48. Thus the current demand Rs. 21,788 plus the reduced arrear demand Rs. 8,248 gave 
« total of Rs. 25,036 for realization during the year 1893-94. Of this amount Rs. 22,687 
{including Rs. 612 previously paid in advance) were collected, leaving a balance of Rs. 2,849 
atthe ond.of the year, A further sum of Rs, 782 was collected on account of advance for 
future yours. Out of the balance of Rs. 2,549, a sum_of Rs, 966 isdue from the Deputy 
Commissioner of Lohardaga for Road Uess due from the portions of the Chota Nagpur ibe 
situated within the local jurisdiction of Palamau. The remaining arrears ore due from the 
Tagirdari Estates, which aro never in the habit of paying cesses on duo dates and until cert 
ficates are ‘énforoed, and as these amounts were on account of the March instalment, no steps 

could be copy taken for their recovery within the year. . 

3. 1 income of the Committee for the year was nearly double of that of the preceding 
year owing to the following reasons :—

The mileage rates are therefore not strictly correct, as a fairly bal sum of money 
due for works actually executed remained unpaid at the close of the year, but this is almost 
counterbalanced by payments made during the year for works éxeouted in the ce 
year, The works executed were almost entirely restricted to the maintenance of he 

roads and petty improvements to road surface and approachesto unbridged nalas. Besides 
these the following improvements have been effected :—

‘The gross demand on account of cess on lands and quarries and jungles during 
the year under review, was Rs. 4,87%, including Rs. 235 remitted to the Collector of Midnapore 
‘on account of Road Cess due to him for the years 1892-93 and 1893-94, ‘Thus, the gross net 
demand of the District was Rs. 4,637 against Rs, 4,706 inthe previous year, Out of this 
demand, Re. 4,541 were collected within the year, Rs. 8 remitted, and Hs. 68 recommended 
for remission, thus leaving an outstanding balance of Rs. 20 at the close. Out of this balance, 
Rs, 20, the sum of Rs. 5 was realized in April 1894, hence the actual balanee to be realized 
war Rs. 15 only. The percentage of collection tothe net demand excluding the remission but 
including the collection made in April, is 99°67.

Tho aggregate Iength of gravelling done on the several roads was 4'80 miles, the expenditure 
incurred in the works being Ks. 8,168. About half the work in the masonry bridge 
mentioned above was done during the year, and it entailed an expenditure of Rs. 1,500. 
The works in the Subarnarekha river ghat cutting have nearly been finished. Out of the 
estimated cost of Rs. 4,814 for the work, the expenditure incurred up to the close of the year 
under review was Rs. 4,203. ‘Lhe ghat, ‘as the District Engineer says, is now open to 
traffic.

DELAY IN PRESENTATION AND APPEARING.

In eases of urgent 
necessity or unavoidable accident, therefore, a delay of four months after due time is allowed 
for presentation under section 24, and a similar delay for appearanoo tinder section 345 and 
both periods may be allowed for tho same document, if an urgent necessity or an unavoidable 
agoident occurs to prevent both the presentation of the document and the appearances of the 
exocutant in due time. The two periods are quite distinct, and are given for different 
purposes and at different stages in the procedure of registration. This distinction is impor- 
tant, and if it is borne in mind, the following instructions will be readily understood.
